The meeting was called to order, with Mayor Miller presiding.
Roll call:

Present: Councilmen Bartholomew, Glass, Johnson, Long, Mayor Miller.
Absent: Hone

Pregsent also: CGuiton Morgen, Clty Manager; J. X. Motheral, Director of
Public Works; Trueman B, OtQuinn, Cliy Attorney; and R. D. Thorp, Chlef of
Police.

The reading of the Minutes was dispensed with,

Referred the reguest of Frank Duffy for a remission of the interest on his
delinquent taxes to the City Manager for investigation.

The public hearing on the request of Forth Millican for a change in the
zoning 0f the property located at 30th and Guadalupe Streets, known as "Foun-
tain Courts', from YAY Residence to "C% Commercial, whid was conbinued from
the last Council meeting, was held.

Mrs. W, A. Pelsing, Mrs.B. ¥, Baxier, andMr and Mrs. H. I. Cunningham
appeared to protest this change. These parties had sppeared at the hearing
held on January 6. They relterated thelr reasons for protesting, namely,
they do not want business brought any closer to thelr homes than they now
have; further that a tourist court might bring an undesirable class of people
into this ares,and these conditions would deprecliate thelr property and ruin
game as homes, They brought their property for a home and they do not wish
to be forced to sell and move elsewhere.

‘ Mr. Millican stated that he would agree to deed 6 feet off the back end

of his property so as to widen the alley,if this change was granted. He stated
further that,if the change was granted, he would move the present improvements
on this property to locations where they could still be used as homes and therey
- fore this change would not add to the housing shortage.

After hearing the protestants and the proponent, Councilman Johnson moved
that the recommendation of the Board of Adjustment not to grant this change
be sustained.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notlce thab
the Cityiof Austin does not gusrantee that the space assigned above is clear
from other underground utilities, but is bmsed wpon the best records ws have
at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the
fact that greater depths may not be required at specizl points. When the
Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon the ground as
to elevations or working points from which to base the location of thelr
assignments they shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less than
three (3) days before such information is required. The Texas Public Service
Company is further put upon notlice that they will be required to bear the exw
pense of repairs or replacement of any underground utillty damaged during the
construction of lines named in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mast be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.
